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THE WEED TAX 

Investigation is said to have shown 
that weeds cost the western farmers a 
loss in cash and crop running up toward 
100,000,000 a year. That is one-quarter 
the value of last year’s wheat crop. Weeds 
cost the prairie farmer as much as it costs 
to haul his wheat to the ocean ports. 
What is lost in a year in the three prov- 
inces because of weeds would buy all the 
automobiles in Alberta, Killing weeds is 
one way the farmer can make money, 


BETTER CLOSE THE DEAL 

If the city can dispose of its holdings 
in Windsor Park for $60,000 in real money, 
with conditions attached that the property 
must be improved and built upon, the 
council had better close with the offer. 
The land would immediately revert to the 
tax list. The improvements placed upon 
it would likewise be taxable, The city 
cannot afford to neglect an opportunity to 
make a large area of exempted property 
tax-bearing, particularly when it is offered 
$60,000 for doing so. 


WHY LARGER INDEMNITIES? 


There is said to be wide disappointment 
at Ottawa because the Government will 
not consent to reising the sessional indem- 
nities of Senators and Members of 
Commons to $6,000, The present indem- 
nity is $4,000. The disappointment is not 
likely to be shared in any general way by 
the public. Canadians are not niggardly 
in such matters, but the justification of a 
boost of that magnitude is not at present 
obvious. 

Up until 1920 the indemnity was $2,- 
500, The legislators may have been un- 
derpaid at that rate, particularly in the 
strenuous war and post-war years. But 
their burdens have not increased fifty per 


cent since the increase was then made 
And how would the law-makers square 
matters with the civil servants if they 


raised their own allowances in any such 
proportion? Would they boost the pay 
of the whole civil service by fifty per cent 
also? 


A WASHINGTON CONFERENCE? 

If Premier MacDonald goes to Wash- 
ington to negotiate a permanent under- 
standing on naval and military questions 
with the Government of the United States, 
nothing can be much more certain than 
that Premier King will welcome an invita- 
tion to sit in at the conference and that 
he will do so with the full and enthusiastic 
approval of the people of Canada. It would 
be unfortunate if the arrangement were 
not broadened, and Australia, New Zea- 
land and South Africa also asked to par- 
licipate. 

The abortive proceedings at Geneva 
Suggest that more progress might have 
been made on the “cruiser question” if 
representatives of the English-speaking 
nations had got together by themselves, 
instead of having their differences and pos- 
sible points of friction aired in the pres- 
ence of outsiders, If these countries could 
reach an agreement on the whole subject 
of their future relationships, they would 
have less cause to worry if continental 
Kurope persists in cherishing its grudges 
and its armament. 


THE POWER INQUIRY 


The list of questions which are to be 
submitted to the power investigating com 
mittee suggests that the city council is not 
looking for advice so much as for appro- 
val. Apparently the committee is to be 
allowed to examine only one of the power 
offers which were recently made to coun- 
cil, since only one is named. The finding 


cannot in that case be an expert exposition | 


of the relative merits of these offers, But 
that is what the situation called for, and 
that is what it was reasonable to suppose 
council would want for its guidance. In 
respect to the practical problem of where 
to get an immediate power supply the com- 
mittee is muzzled before it is named. 
Instead of concentrating upon that 
roblem, the committee is evidently to be 
invited to make a study of the future

“The day has passed when we can 
color the map in green, white and 
black, as being Christian, Moslem and

Intimation of a new land = setile- 
ment policy in connection with the 
Peace River country, was given Thurs- 
day morning by Dr, W. A, Black, di- 
rector of colonization, agriculture and 
natural resources for the Canadian 
National Railways, who, with J, 8, 
McGowan, western manager for colon 
ivation, and F. J, Freer, Winnipeg, 
head of the land settlement depart- 
ment, left Tharsday afternoon for that 
section of Alberta, 

Dr. Black stated that a general sur- 
vey of conditions generally in the 
Peace River country, was to be made 
in order that a policy of settlement 
to be followed under the joint owner- 
ship of the northern roads might be 
formulated, Mr, Black and his party 
will meet Colonel Dennison of ‘the 
Canadian Pacific Railway coloniza- 
aon department on the return to Ed- 
monton, probably next ‘Tuesday. * | 

Yo Aid C, P, R. | 

“While we are acting for the Cana-| 
dian Naijonal in this survey,” said Dr, | 
Black, “we will collaborate with the 
Canadian Pacific and then a policy of 
operations will be formulated, having 
for its alm the development of Peace 
River to the benefit of province and 
Dominion,” 

“We will do the most that can be 
done in a general way, Our stay will 
be short, but we expect to be able to 
gather sufficient information for a 
working basis,” 

Dealing with tmmigration to Can- 
ada, Dr, Black stated that this was 
practically finished for this year, al- 
though a few families might still come 
out. The matter of non-preferred na- 
tionalities was mentioned and Dr, 
Black stated that the C, N. R, had 
observed the wishes of the province 
and had not sold transportation to 
any of these to Alberta, and no such 
persons had been directed here, 

The development of the Scandina- 
vian immigration had occupied much 
of the work of the railway and a total 
of about 15,000 persons from these 
countries had settled in Canada this 
year, They were a fine type of people 
and good cilizens. Efforts were also 
being made to increase immigration 
from Holland, while a good class of 
immigrant was coming in from Ger- 
many. 

Mr, McGowan commented on Bri- 
fish immiaration, stating that the 
Dinaber of tamilles coming over, un- 
assisted, was increasing, but that a 
big percentage of this class went to 
the towns and cities.

WIFE WINS IN 
APPEAL FROM 
TRIAL COURT 


Marital Troubles of For- 
mer Wainwright Couple 
Told of 


Reversing the decision of Mr, Jus- 
tice Boyle, the trial judge, the court 
of appeal today gave judgment uw 
favor of Pearl A. Carr against her 
husband, Raymond Carr, of Edgerton, 
allowing the appeal with costs and 
setting aside an order granting leave 
for the husband to dispose of pronerty 
with the wife’s consent. The order 
granting the father the custody of the 
one child of the union Was also set 
aside, though the father has the right 
of access to the child at any time, An 
injunction restraining the mother 
from taking the child out of the 
court's jurisdiction was also recorded 

The two litigants were married at 
Wainwright on December 5, 1923, and 
one daughter, Irene, was born in May 
1926. After the marriage the couple 
lived with the husband's mother, and 
according to the evidence of the wife 
her marital difficulties itmmediateiy 
commenced, Matters gradually grew 
worse unti! the wife left her home on 
July 15, 1927, though on several occa- 
slous she had sought a reconciliation 
with her husband, 

The trial judge held that the wife 
had been guilty of desertion, and he 


granted the husband a judicial sepai- | 
ation. 


The court of appeal, however 
could find grounds why a judicial 
separation iid be granted, At the
